of say $220,002, which has heen increased 
since then to $229,574. This is, of course, 
simp'y in consequence of aur not having in- 
creased our capital (which was intended to 
cover cost of Kowloon works-only when’ we 
decided to take over the Canton factory which 
you will see stands us in with material ‘and 
every thing over $200,009 extra, The reason 
why we did nat ask for (nore. capital then was 
that, as moot of you are aware, we had great 
hopes at that time of merging the two concerns 
ip another much larger electrical unde.taking. 
The negotiations as to this have, however, been 
protracied far beyond what we ever anticipated, 
and meanume we have had to find the neces- 
sary funds for continuing the business in the 
best way we could, We reckon ‘that to cover 
our present indebtedness and pay for the new 
engines at Canton, leaving alittle over ‘for work- 
ing capital, we shall require about $330,co ;, and 
we propose to obtain this by issuing $150,030 
new capital, say 8,000 shares of $10 each, and. 
Debentures for $200,000 in 8% bands of $1,c00 
‘| each at $975, vr-of $10 at $97). Asan induce- 
ment to new shareholders, we propase to put 
them on equal terms with the old sharcholders 
by wriing down the old shares to $10. each, 
and ag a further inducement and also to show 
their own faith in the fiture of the company the 
general mana_.e.s will guarantee ’a dividend of 
6,2 onthe new shares for three years, The 
debentures too on the terms named should 
prove a good opporiunity to those who prefer 
that forms of investinent. This iste best way 
out of our dilficulties that we can think of and 
unless any shareholder has a better suggestion 
to make, we shall cal} the necessary meetings 
for the purpase in due course. I fully synvpa- 
thise with shareholders in their very natural 
disappointment with the result now laid before 
you, but you will gather from what I have just 
told you that things are by no means so bad as 
you may have thought, the general managers are 
one of the largest shareholders and have 
suffered accordingly, but we. still have. every 
confidence in the future of this company and 
will willingly take up their full share of any 
new issue, Consulting Committee.—In addi- 
tion to Messrs. Lewis and Chater we recom:

charged on an undertaking bei..g given by the. 
agent of the defendant Company, An under- 
taking wus given, and on that unde taking the 
present action is brought. The goods were 
carried to their destination and the trouble has 
arisen because after their arrival the American 
Courts decided that the larger portion of them 
belonged to some third party and that Uicrefore 
they could not be retuined to Hongkong. 
[lence the action. His Honour proceeded to 
re dthe undertaking. Continuing he said :— 

As to the undertaking generally I am dis- 
tinctly of opinion and held as a matter of fact 
that on May 7th, 1goz (the date of the signa: 
ture of Mr. Cameron as general agent of the 
defendant’ Company) all the parties were of 
opinion that the 26 cases in question were the 
property of T. W. Hindmarsh and that Mr. 
Cameron intended to bind himself as to those 
26 cases. ‘That' being so it remains to be seen: 
how the undertaking expresses such opinion. 

The first objection taken on behalf of the de- 
fendants is that the undertaking refers only"to 
goods belonging to T. W. Hindmarsh and that 
therefore in consequence of the American 
decision before referred to Mr. Cameron is only 
liable for such goods as are actually proved to 
belong to Hindmarsh. As to the -American 
decision, in the view 1 take of the case, I do 
+ not think chat I need take it into consideration. 
The words in the undertaking follow the words 
in the writ of Foreign Attachment and correct- 
ly describe the 26 cases. Hindmarsh was the 
shipper and, the only man who could sue on 
the bill of lading and in law at that time be was 
the only owner and the only man who could 
be so described, So that instead of, as Counsel 
for the defendants contended the words impos- 
ing a condition that Mr. Cameron is only liable 
for goods that may possibly hereafter be proved’ 
to belong to Hindmarsh, ‘I think: that they ure 
an additional earmark to the 26 cases as being 
included in the undertaking. The second ob- 
jection taken to the docliment is based on the 
words “subject to the order of the Supreme 
Court of Hongkong to satisfy any judgment, 
etc.” On these, words it was argued that the 
Court having ‘never made any further order in 
accordance with the provisions of sec. 470 of 
the Code of Civil Procedure the undertaking is 
bad, However, when the Court gave judgment 
in the original action it also gave leave to issue 
exccution against these goods, but as by that 
time the goods have left it does not seem to 
me that there was any further action necessary 
on the pat of the Cours with reference to goods | 
that were out of its jurisdiction. 

The last objection to the undertaking refers 
to the last two lines.
